Washington —(CPA)—The prohibi- 


tion, controversy so -fas as the pres- 
ent session of congress is concern- 
ed is entirely academic. Important 
legislation or significant steps to- 
ward revision, of the 
constitution 


have not followed the publication of 
the Wickersham report. 


About all that has teen done has 


been to survey the mass of evidence 
obtained by the commission. Two 
truck loads of data ha/e gone to the 
senate constituting- all the material 
•which -was not given tinder a. pledge 
of secrecy. Much of it is too volum- 
inous to publish but it is likely that 
individual members of the senate 
•will take experts from the data and 
use it as th© basis for speeches. If 
anybody is thinking- of a filibuster, 
there is no better ammunition with 
which to prolong debate. 


Speaking of filibusters there are 


no signs of any as yet and the ap- 
propriation bills are moving along 
toward adoption. If by any chance 
all the monoy bills are out of ~the 
"way the prohibition issue may 
"fur- 


nish some debate toward the close of 
the session. 


Congress Bewildered 


Tho effect of the Wickersham re- 


port on congress has been one of 
bewilderment. Such a. variety of 
views have been presented and there 
are so many documents on the sub- 
ject that.no clear cut issue or legis- 
lative proposal has "been made by 
any, group. 


This is not saying that congress 


will not some day use the Wicker- 
Jhson. report as a platform. Prevail- 
ing belief, however, is that prohi- 
bition Jseing ; o largely a political is-' 
sue in various constituencies, ef- 
forts -will be made m, the December 
session of congress to get record 
votes on specific proposals. So as 
the 1933 campaign approaches and 
:he parties more definitely outline 
:heiE respective positions,' the "wets 
j-'congress will try to secure an ex- 
sression of views with the idea of 
-evealing to the country their grow- 
ing strength. Thus far President 
tioover .has not gone beyond the 
nessage lie transmitted with the 
EVickersham report but it is natural 
o expect tli t in his first message 
o the December session he will pres- 
>nt , constructive program of some 
ibid on the whole prohibition prob- 
em.

They were part of a 
kitchen detail of five convicts. Over- 
powering Frank Lambert, a lone 
guard, who was with them in the re- 
fectory house, they thrust liim into 
a refrigerator and slammed the door 
about 3 o'clock a. m. 


Build Crude Ladder 


Using large sticks taken from an 


adjoining baker j, and nails smug- 
gled from the prison machine shop 
the plotters constructed a crude lad- 
der _which they carried across the 
prison yard_to a corner. "" There they 
placed the"-ladder -against ar—tool 
shed^and barber shop and mounted 
to the roof, clamping a cable, also 
stolen from the machine shop, onto 
an abutting- wall. 


Korkiewicz, a 10-year man, was 


the first to climb down. IClae guards, 
in a restaurant across the street and 
in an automobile parked in a vacant 
lot nearby, waited. Chileno who had

A large general store operated by 


Howard Palmer at the south end of 
the block was not touched by fne. 
but considerable damage was done to 
a large quantity of flour and sugai 
by water and smoke. 


Drug Store Gutted 


Heaviest losses were probably sus- 


tained by Mr. Krueger, Mr. Towne; 
Dr. LaCroix, Dr. Wilkes and Mrs. 
Becker. 
Most of the office equip- 


ment of Dr. LeCroix and Dr. Wilkes 
was badly damaged, and the house- 
hold furnishings of Mrs. Becker were 
damaged by "fire, water and smoke 
The rear end of the drug store was 
bad-ly gutted by fire, most of the 
pharmacy equipment being destroy- 
ed-. 


Mr. Krueger estimated his loss at 


$5,000; Mr. Towne, 53,000; Mr. Steede 
and Mr. Stiong, 5150; Mr. Palmer, 
$2,500; Dr. McCroix, ?1,000; Dr. Wil 
kes, 5330, and Mrs.

life of Dame Nellie Melba, one of 
the purest sopranos grand opera 
has ever known, after weeks abed 
with a strange illness which baffled 
her physicians. . 


Seventy-one years old, the famous 


prima donna for several days had 
fought a losing battle with a skin 
malady picked up in -Egypt and ag- 
gravated by a long journey home 
from Europe before Christmas and

summer. 


Friends believed she hastened her 


own end with insistence upon spend- 
ing Christmas in her native Austra- 
lia, disregarding the advice of her 
physicians in Europe under whose 
treatment she was growing better. 
She became ill again board ship and 
had to enter a hospital at Sydney 
before proceeding to Melbourne. 


She was happy, however, in spend- 


ing her last hours in 
Melbourne, 


near where she was born, and from 
which she took her stage name, 
Melba. Her real name was Nellie 
Porter Mitchell, changed by her 
marriage in 1882 to Armstrong. Her 
father was David Mitchell, a con- 
tractor of Scottish blood, at burn- 
ley, not far from here. 


Known to all the world was the 


successor to Patti and Jenny Lind, 
Melba sang -last in America at the 
New Tork Metropolitan in Faust In 
1917-18, and after that was seldom 
heard in public. She was said to 
have retained tlie purity, sweetness 
and .flexibility of her voice almost 
until the time of her death. 


Played Many Roles 
. Her most famous roles were as 
Gilda in -Eiogletto, , Violetta in la 
Travaita and Lucia. Other roles 
were the soprano .parts of la --Boeh- 
me, Tosca, Otollo and an occasional 
Bruenhilde.

Both oral and 
written testiomny will be submitted 
at the hearing and a large volume 
of evidence is expected to be read 
into the record upon which the war 
department will decide whether to 
rescind its recent order.

Following the dry summer, which re- 
sulted in low water in the F.ox river 
and created odors, the lower valley 
cities met.

to restore the old level as one of its 
purposes.'

CHICAGO'S CAMPAIGN 


As Chicago's mayoralty campaign 


draws to a close it becomes more and 
more evident that Mayor "Big Bill" 
Thompson is a showman of the first 
water. Indeed, he might truthfully be 
called the P. T. Barnum of the poli- 
tical arena. During his campaign for 
reelection he has made every effort to 
belittle his political opponents, and 
lias staged daily street parades in 
which he used a donkey, a jackass, a 
•camel and an elephant as symbols. 
One1"candidate, he labeled a jackass; 
another hVcalled a "nutty judge" and 
a third an elephant. The mayor also 
has enlivened the meetings of the Chi- 
cago city council by haying a couple 
ride in on "horses, cheering for "Big 
Bill/' at the height of a discussion of 
"some important issue. 


The whole campaign has been turned 


into a ludicrous affair, and the sad 
part of it is that it may be effective 
in' reelecting "the blustering mayor. 
Personalities are the only issue and 
-Thompson Is using every means at his 
disposal to make his opponents ridic- 
ulous in the eyes of the voters, even 
going so far as to discuss their table 
-manners. Chicago apparently has for- 
gotten Thompson's record as mayor, 
a record that Is unparalleled in that 
city's history for inefficiency, corrup- 
tion, indifference and unscrupulous- 
ness. "Big Bill's" alliance with the un- 
derworld has,'been notorious for years, 
every shady, character in the city is 
supporting his candidacy, and his ad- 
"ministration's record in handling pub- 
lic improvements is not one that could 
be commended, even by the most lib- 
eral-minded. It has been charged time 
and time again that the police depart- 
ment is corrupt and is extending pro- 
tection to criminals of all classes.

JURY TRIALS 


"That there may be many offenses 


called petty offenses which do not rise 
to the degree of crimes within the 
meaning of article 3 of. the constitu- 
tion and in respect of which congress 
may. dispense with the jury trial, is 
settled," said the supreme court of the 
United States recently, holding how- 
ever that one who is charged with 
driving an automobile recklessly in- 
volving a punishment of $100 as a fine 
and 30 days in jail is entitled to a jury 
trial and the act of congress to the con- 
trary violated the federal constitution. 
It is perhaps even more important to 
protect the rights of those in a humble 
position than it is to protect the rights 
of those who are well equipped to pro- 
tect themselves. It is always gratify- 
ing to observe the meticulous care with 
which courts, and those of high stand- 
ing in particular, protect the rights of 
the man who can raise but a feeble 
voice in his own defense. 


But the case just decided has at-, 


tracted considerable attention because 
of its possible bearing on the sugges- 
tion of leading drys to suspend jury 
trials in some liquor cases in order to 
expedite court action in the future and 
remove the heavy congestion of cases 
prevailing at the present. It is diffi- 
cult to see how the drys can get com- 
fort or consolation out of the recent 
decision, for it is hard to understand 
how one guilty of violation of the pro- 
hibition laws has offended in only so 
trivial a manner as to barely commit a 
crime, and this after congress, with its 
five-and-ten law, has classified most 
liquor offenses by the severity of pun- 
ishment, as heinous if not quite hide- 
ous. 


More likely it is that the supreme 


court in the "term "petty offenses" in- 
tends to include only 
violations of 


purely regulatory measures and in- 
volving but the most trivial punish- 
ments and that otherwise a man must 
not be deprived of his rights to a trial 


" by a jury of his peers. The right of 
trial by jury insofar as the powers of 
the federal court are concerned, will 
remain as it has always been in the 
past, a companion to liberty, an enemy 
of oppression.

Even yet one occasionally hears 
ome old fogy throat specialist ask 
vhy he should give up the surgical 
method he has used so many years 
\ith satisfaction (to himself) and go 
o all the expense of installing the 
apparatus and the trouble of learn- 
ing the difficult technic of diather- 
ny? Will his patients pay him any 
more "for his improved method? Will 
hey be more grateful to him? Be- 
sides, he can do a complete tonsil- 
ectomy.'in an hour or less and-be 
done with it whereas the, new meth- 
id requires fussing with the patient 
every week for several weeks. 


It is hard to teach an old fogy 


new tricks. 


Judging by the letters I receive—- 


and all I know about this is what I 
read in the letters and what I hear 
from personal acquaintances who 
lave had the diathermy treatment— 
he—I -was going to say more intelli- 
gent, .but let us say instead less 
reckless class of people do not mind 
the- tedium of making half a dozen 
visits to the doctor's office for the 
treatments. There is no more dis- 
comfort in this than one experiences 
n the ordinary visit to the dentist. 
Patients seem to be grateful for 
escaping a night and day in the 
lospital and the taking of an anes- 
thetic.

We may fairly 
ask why remove the tonsils and ade 
noids of young children anyway?

There is some reas 
on to think that tonsil and adenoic 
hypertrophy even to the degree- of 
causing obstruction symptoms can 
bo successfully treated by local and 
iniernal medication, diet and sun 
light While I am not yet prepared

The boys are .being taught indus- 


try, courtesy and 
salesmanship, 


while members of the association 
keep a close watch on their health, 
scholastic standing and 
general 


welfare. 


In 1929 more than 279,000 boys 


under the age of 18 were 
selling 


and delivering newspapers in the 
United States. Most of them were 
schoolboys engaged in outdoor work 
an- average of an hour and a half 


day. 
Members of the circulation man- 


agers' organisation have adopted a 
resolution 
pledging- cooperation, 


with help authorities and boys' par- 


ents in giving: the newsboy advan- 
tages in health and business training 
over youths who have no regular 
activity in leisure hours. 


Commissioners on uniform state 


laws have suggested a uniform state 
child labor act that would put the 
newsboy In a class by himself. 


Their suggestion 
provides that 


boys under 16 who work at street 
trades must 
comply with legal 


school requirements, must obtain a 
permit and wear a badge. 


It would exempt, 
however, the 


newsboys in line with the circula- 
tion men's belief that the newspa- 
per boy should r.ot be considered as 
engaged in a street trade.

has been a great deal'of discussion 
on this point. Bankers have finally 
convinced the local authorities that 
It -would he to their advantage to 
obtain a good premium on a 4& per 
cent bond- rather than run the risk 
of failure of an issue of such, great 
proportions at a 4 per cent basis. 


Part of Block Left 


Last October and within a short 


time of the election, New Tork city 
proposed an issue of §75,000,000 of 
bonds at 4 per cent and finally com- 
promised on one of $50,000,000.

Mr. Steuhs- 
er had splendid offers from brewers 
who wished to establish a brewery 
in this locality, whica had tlie soil 
best adapted to raising barley, but 
he refused all offers, believing that 
a brewery would be detrimental to 
the morals of the community. 


The village was named after a 


stage driver whose route was from 
Fond du Lac to Green Bay. The ar- 
rival of Sherwood, the stage driver 
who also carried the mail was an 
event for the old pioneers as he 
brought them 
news 
from 
their 


friends and relatives. Peter Stuehs- 
er was the first postmaster of the 
newly named place, Sherwood. 


The Indians had their camps in 


various parts of the forests, they 
were very friendly to the Stuehsers, 
who gave them bacon and flour in 
exchange for venison, wild 
game, 


and moccasins. 


A man named Ziha, who built a 


cabin on Stuehser's place near the 
location where the depot now stands, 
gave one of the Indians some whis- 
key. When the Indian became intox-' 
icated he let out a few war whoops, 
Ziha took his gun and shot the In- 
dian through his jaAV. Ziha had to 
leave the country immediately. Mr. 
Stuehser burned down, the Ziha ca- 
bin to express his displeasure at 
what he considered a breach against 
the Indians who had always been 
friendly to the whites of the com- 
munity. Like his parents, Jacob 
Stuehser was a great music lover 
and through his efforts the first 
band and orchestra of the county 
was organized here among the farm 
boys. When out of his teens Jacob 
was given the Hill Crest "farm by 
his parents, where he erected mod- 
ern up-to date buildings and won 
the distinction of being one of the 
best dairy farmers of the county. 
Several years ago this farm was 
sold and Jacob built a modern new 
home in what was known as the 
Stuehser park, the last remnant of 
a magnficient forest of bygone days, 
where Jacob helped fell the trees 
and clear away the stumps.

Chicago—(CPA)--Kews that Alex- 


ander Legge, chairman of the feder- 
al farm 
board, may resign next 


month caused scarcely a ripple in 
grain markets where his 
policies 


have had far-reaching effect, but it 
broughjt many a real pang of regret 
to thousands of farmers. 


"While it m'ay have disagreed with 


his methods, the farm population, 
wherever it has spoken, has showed 
a genuine liking for the man who 
for two years has been trying to 
bring some order out of the chaos of 
its industry. 


For the farm board chairman has 


proved the most picturesque figure 
that the middle west has contributed 
to governmental affairs 
since the 


earlier days of Charles Gates Dawes 
Like Dawes he has a 
Eooseveltian 


flair for the dramatic and a courage 
in expression that is like a whiff of 
fresh air in the stuffy atmosphere of 
politics. 


When last fall, Chairman 
Legge 


took the farmers to task by saying 
that "a lot of darn rubes are doing 
what their grandfathers did, selling 
wheat at 70 cents a bushel and buy- 
ing corn at .$1 for feed," they se- 
cretly chuckled. 


He Tells Kansas 


Many a smile of approval spread 


over farm, faces when he asserted 
that Kansas, in refusing to reduce 
wheat acreage, reminded him of 
the thoughtless hog which Bad a 
habit of wallowing in the feed trough 
keeping others fro^ eating. There 
was a kick from a Wichita publisher 
over this reference but 
farmers 


snickered when Mr. Legge suggested_ 
a warmer clime for him. 


Shortly after going to Washing- 


ton, society tried to determine the 


farm board chairman's dinner table 
position. When questioned by report- 
era ho said that he preferred to eat 
in, the kitchen with the help rather 
than have a squabble.. Then ho re- 
marked: 


"What a holl of a predicament for 


an ex-cow puncher to be in." 
The 


United States chamber of commerce 
attacked the farm board policy of di- 
rect governmental assistance in the 
organization of a federally controlled 
selling machine In wheat. 


"The chamber wants the farm 


board to hang its clothes on a hick- 
ory limb but not go near the water," 
the chairman retorted. 


Again when there was a complaint 


because prices continued to sag de- 
spite farm board activity, Mr. Legge 
said: 


"There is no Santa Claus in Wash- 


ington. We are simply trying to aid 
the growers when they themselves 
volunteer to organize and re-adjust 
their methods to modern condition." 


"Legge Worked Hard 


If Mr. Legge goes back to his 


$100,000 job as head of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company, It is ex- 
pected that the step will be preceded 
by assurance that his policies will 
continue in force. Then his successor 
will have the task of disposing of 
government holdings of wheat ex- 
pected to total the entire visible s1 p- 
plv of nearly 200,000,000 bushels by 
July 1. 


Mr. Legge has been, a dynamic per- 


sonality. He has worked harder and 
fought harder in this job than with 
his own company, according to his 
friends. He admits that faulty infor- 
mation led to a basic mistake in the 
first year when he tried to hold the 
.price of wheat above ?1. Now he says 
in prescribing: 


"Exporting wheat fa not our solu- 


tion to the wheat pioblem. We've 
got to thresh the thing out here in 
our country. The key to the problem 
is to even up production with con- 
sumption and that is what we are 
working for, A twenty per cent re- 
duction, in acreage would turn the 
trick."

and lists the amount of cheese he 
wishes to sell by 
-writing on the 


blackboard opposite his name 
the 


number of boxes and the 
styles, 


then he walks out. Presently an- 
other dealer -walks into the room 
and writes down his bid. Then he, 
too walks out. 
Almost invariably 


the number of boxes offered is ISO, 
and the styles are the ones on which 
the market prices are based. 


No one else appears to offer or 


bid. 
When the secretary closes the 


"board" at the specified time, the 
transaction is completed, since the 
articles of 
incorporation 
specify: 


"All cheese listed and left on the 
bulletin board without protes,t shall 
be considered sold." 
And these 


prices are accepted as standard by 
cheese dealers throughout the na- 
tion. 


Doesn't Deal In Futures 


This exchange is the outgrowth of 


a number of cheese exchanges lo- 
cated in many parts of Wisconsin 
where cheese was once bought and 
sold. 
It differs from the ordinary 


trading exchange in that it does not 
deal in future deliveries.

Carrots Most Important 


Of Garden Vegetables 


Domestic animals aa well as wlld| 


ones recognize the value of the car- 
rot in the diet much before human 
beings realized that it was one of 
the most nutritious and health giv- 
ing of all the garden vegetables.. An 
ancient legend had it that a musk- 
rat would run miles overland to get 
caught in a trap baited with a car- 
rot. 


Originally the'carrot was most es- 


teemed to be eaten raw and at the 
same time there was a 
current 


theory, long since exploded, that 
eating vegetables raw gave rise to 
severe intestinal disturbances. This 
theory applied particularly to tur- 
nips, cucumbers, cabbage and car- 
rots. Cucumbers had to be soaked 
in salt-water-to "take'out the poi- 
son." Now carrots as well as these 
other vegetables are sliced or chop- 
ped and served raw in salads with 
a full understanding of their valu- 
able food qualities. .• 


The popularity of the carrot as an 


article of cooked food began when 
the best methods of cooking it were 
learned. It should be cooked by the 


steam or waterless method, to get Its 
best flavor and to save the precious 
vegetable juices. 
It should be 


cooked .long enough to be perfectly 
tender. 


The carrot is now especially es- 


teemed when half grown or less as 
baby carrots. The mature roots are 
equally valuable for food, but re- 
quire much longer cooking. They 
have much more flavor than the 
young roots and 
mature 
carrots 


should be used to flavor soups and 
stews instead of the baby carrots. 


There is no vegetable of easier 


culture than the carrot. It is slow 
of germination compared with rad- 
ishes arid the seeds are often mixed 
and planted together, the radishes 
breaking the earth for the carrots 
and the pulling of the radishes thin- 
ning the-carrots to proper distances 
for their best growth. 


Carrots should riot "be planted in 


soil in which fresh manure has .been 
dug. The roots are likely to be 
forked and irregular in freshly man- 
ured, soil.
